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Fifteen Are Killed By 
Theater Roof Collapse 


Scores Injured When Weight of Snow 


Causes Crash in Big Washing- 


ton Playhouse. 


BULLETIN. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The bodies of twelve dead from 


the Knickerbocker theater collapse had been gathered late to- 
night in the First Church of Christ, Scientist, near the theater. 
These twelve added to police reports of others brought the 
'death toll to seventeen, but many—whether dead or alive, no 
one knew—were still held beneath the fallen roof. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—Fifteen persons at least are be- 


lieved to have been killed and scores injured tonight in the 
collapse under the weight of two feet of snow of the roof of the 
Knickerbocker theater, a motion picture house, located in the 
heart of Washington's fashionable northwest section. 


Two hours and a half after the crash, which occurred 


about 9 o'clock, definite information as to the number of dead 
and injured was wholly lacking, as well as estimates of the 
number of those in the theater at the time—these estimates 
ranging from 150 to 500, although the theater, one of the 
finest motion picture houses in the city, had accommodations 
for more than 2,000 spectators. 


INJURED REMOVED.

IMPRISONED MANY.

SCENE OF HORROR. 


' The theater, situated In the cen- 
ter 
of 
Washington's 
fashionable 


northwest section, presented a scene 
of horror an hour aft*r the roof fell 
rcncath a weight of snow heavier 
than to which it had been subjected 
lince the building had been erected, 
several years ago. 


The roof, to those able to push 


through police lines, seemed to rest 
on the floor, scarcely a foot and a 
Jialf separating the lowermost debris 
ana the floor 
level. 
Standing up 


through the debris, however, stark 
end ragged, were the pillars that 
ria<l supported the balconies and the 
roof. 


Firemen 
and 
soldiers 
hastily 


rushed from Walter Reed Military 
hospital and barracks near the city 
endeavored to find an opening In 
the debris, but the heavy steel and 
concrete defied their efforts except 
•when reinforced with picks and gas 
snd acetylene torches. Cries of the 
injured filled the air, together with 
the commands of the police and the 
military. 


NOTED PEOPLE WATCH.

cently had been Inspected and ap- 
proved and that the collapse of the 
roof only could have been causec 
by the tremendous weight imposec 
on It by the heaviest snowfall thai 
has visited Washington since 1S99. 


The roof fell with such force as to 


drive three concrete pillars through 
the orchestra floor. Up 
near

stage, however. Its force was ar- 
rested, so that the platform success- 
fully acted as a buffer. 
For this 


reason, it was said, several of the 
musicians escaped. 


BOY AIDS INJURED. 


One case was observed of a smal 


boy crawling through a small aper- 
ture In the tangled mass of concrete 
steel and wood to a man, woman and 
child who were pinned down anc 
giving them water. 


As the night wore on the work of 


rescue continued feverishly, but some 
officials expressed doubt that th 
debris could be completely removed 
for several days.

Klumpp declared he received the 


bodies of three men, instead of two, 
as had been testified at the Wash- 
ington Investigation. The bodies bore 
nooses around the necks and wore 
black caps.

Con- 


ference of Farmers Ever 


Held:" Howard. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The Nation- 


al 
Agricultural conference, which 


closed its sessions last night, after 
adopting recommendations designed 
to alleviate present farm depression 
and prevent recurrences of such a 
condition, wae hailed as "the most 
far-reaching conference of farmers 
ever held," In a statement Issued to- 
night by J. R. Howard, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. 


The recommendations of the confer- 


ence were endorsed by Mr. Howard 
and were made the basis of study by 
Secretary Wallace and other officials 
upon whom will devolve the task of 
making them effective. 


Referring to President Harding's 


suggestion in opening the conferencs 
that the farmers of the nation seek 
to unite In co-operative organiza- 
tions, Mr. Howard, In hfs statement, 
said: 


ORGANIZE ALL FARMERS. 


"The Farm Bureau will undertake 


to organize all the farmers of the 
nation and unite them Into strong 
commodity 
marketing associations, 


which will Improve the distribution 
of food to the lasting benefit of both 
consumer and producer. 


"The agricultural conference will 


go down in history as the most far- 
reaching conference of farmers ever 
held," the statement said. 


TOPMOST FEATURE. 


"The topmost feature, of course, 


was the address of the President of 
the United States and the commit- 
ments which It contained of the ad- 
ministration's attitude toward agri- 
culture. 


"Probably no chief executive of the 


nation has previously indicated so 
deop and Intelligent Interest in the 
'armors' affairs. 
President Harding 


recognized the bad state of agrlcul- 
.ure at the present time, stressed the 
>utstandlng importance of agriculture 
n our national life, showed that the 
larmer must have a credit system 
adapted to his needs, asserted that 
astlng improvement is to como only 
o the development of co-operative 
marketing, favored a scientific llml- 
ation of production and pointed out 
the dignity of the profession. 


MOVEMENT IS PROTEST. 


"The co-operative marketing move- 


ment, as fostered by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, is a pro- 
test expressed In action against ex- 
cess margins and distributive costs. 
't Is no new thing. It has been car- 
ried on successfully In Europe for 
lundreds of years. 


NOTABLE ENDORSEMENTS. 


"Secretary Wallace comes out of

!or agriculture and the nation. Par- 
ticularly notable In the endorsements 
of the conference Is the farmers' de- 
mand for early completion of the St.

Storm One of Worst in His- 


tory; Snow Nearly 3 


Feet Deep. 


Washington, Jan. 
28.—More than 


24 hours of continuous snow tonight 
had covered the middle Atlantic sec- 
tion with Washington as a center tc 
a depth of a foot to nearly 30 inches; 
caused the suspension of practically 
all business and social activity; dis- 
rupted transportation and shut most 
of the population in their homes. 


The storm, which weather bureau 


officials said was one of the most 
severs In history and exceeded In 
the depth of snowfall only by the 
long remembered blizzard of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, was moving slowly to- 
night UP the coast from Its position 
during the day off Virginia. 


SEVERAL STATES HARD HIT. 
Reports to the weather bureau 


showed that the Carollnas, Virginia 
Maryland, Delaware and the District 
of Columbia were bearins the brunt 
of the storm and receiving the heav- 
iest snowfall. 
Virginia 
cities ac- 


customed to only one Inch or so of 
snow and then of rare occurrence 
were burled In many cases to the 
'depth of a foot while northern por- 
tions of the Carollnas still 
were 


blanketed with a fall that began 
Thursday. 


Washington, however, appeared to 


be the center of the heavy fall, the 
weather bureau measurements taken 
late In the day showing the depth to 
be closely approaching two and a 
half feet and the record fall of 
three feet established In 1899. 


RECORDS BROKEN. 


All records for twenty-four hours 


fall had been broken at six o'clock, 
Ihe hour at which the storm struck 
Washington yesterday.

The Immediate cause of the resent- 


ment against America Is the resolu- 
tion 
Introduced in ' the 
senate at 


Washington by Mr. McCormlck, of 
Illinois, demanding to know the ex- 
act atate of European finances and 
the amounts being expended on arm- 
aments. It Is realized here that be- 
hind this resolution lies an American 
public opinion blaming France for 
the failure of certain features of 
the "Washington conference program. 
The existence of this opinion Is con- 
firmed by Secretary Hoover's analy- 
sis of the various steps necessary to 
European reconstruction. 


SUMMARY OP OPINION". 


French opinion may be summariz- 


ed thus: 


"America 
does not 
understand 


France. 
America views 
the world 


from the viewpoint of dollars and 
cents. 
America thinks armaments 


are a needless extravagance. 
She 


believes that a disarmed world could 
produce more and consume 
more 


thereby opening markets to Ameri- 
can Industry.

respondence from America except ab- 
breviated agency reports, generally 
treating a subject in a fragmentary 
fashion.

Anglo-French agreement at Cannes 
which was limited to ten years, fail- 
ed to appeal to the French people. 


The British already are saying op- 


enly what Americans

namely, that France's objects and 
ideas differ widely from those of all 
the rest of the world.

Three Questions To Be Considered in Determining 


National Crisis. 


PltUburgh, Jan. 28—The coal In- 


dustry Is discussing the possibility 
that a general strike of all union 
coal miners in the United States may 
begin about April 1. 


On that date, tho wage contract 


between operators and union miners 
expires In both the bituminous and 
anthracite coal fields. 


NOTHING DEFINITE. 


Nothing definite can be predicted. 


Both sides are jockeying lor position. 
Negotiations will b« long drawn out. 
Many operators and union leaders 
•re predicting: tleup of the mines. 
Others are equally confident that a

JSAC3 SIDE 
LIMITED. 


Along comes Carl Vrooman with 


ths suggestion that we sell crop prod- 
ucts to Europe on credit. He men- 
tions that credits are given in Eu- 
rope by American bankers, and then 
the money Is used to buy food prod- 
ucts In South America. 


It Is something that should be 


presented to ths bankers rather than 
to congress. When a banker gives 
credit he usually knows what he is 
doing, has good reason to believe 
the paper will be met when it falls 
due. This is not a feature of credits 
extended by our government, and 
can't well be. 


The government can make arrange- 


ments to have the credit spent for 
food 
products grown in America, 


but It can't arrange for repayment. 
And it is hard to see how an ex- 
tension of credit that is not repaid 
can be made to help the situation 
much. This country now has out 
about all of this kind of credit that 
ft can afford to carry.

hem Steel company are men of big 
and hopeful vision, also ot splendid 
nerve.

hearted. Charles M. Schwab, at the 
head of Bethlehem, announced In a 
talk last week that the company has 
voted to appropriate another 25,000,-

Anda F. Burwell Writes of Oil 


In Colifornia 


Los Angeles, Calif., Jan. 25. '22. 


Editor Review: Thinking that elnce 
oil has been found in Decatur, and 
that the readers of The Review are 
Interested in oil, I will write of my 
observation on my visits to two of 
the principal new oil fields In south- 
ern California. Signal Hill oil field 
Is located at Long Beach; the first 
producing well came In July, 1921 
Since that time, many great produc- 
ing wells have come In, pouring out 
black gold at the rate of 1,000 tc 
5,000 barrels per day. 


The Signal Hill field at Long Beach 


being only twenty miles from Los 
Angeles, I have visited the field sev- 
eral times. To me, it is very inter- 
esting and exciting; one soon getf 
the oil fever. The last well at Signal 
Hill came in Saturday, Jan. 20. In 
oH terms it was what they call r 
gasser, destroying the derrick by 
the force of escaping gas, the escap- 
ing gas moving like a tornado. 


Two hours later the oil was spout- 


ing 250 feet high, falling on many 
fine homes, until oil was dripping 
from the roofs, and some found it 
necessary to desert their homes, on 
account of their being drenched wltr 
oil. 
Damages to homes from this 


well, which Is estimated as a 5,000 
barrel well, is said to be more than 
$500,00. 
It was forty-eight 
hours 


after this well came in before they 
succeeded In capping and shut off 
the flow 0( oil, which was doing such 
enormous damage to the homes of 
the community. 


I made my first visit to the Hunt- 


ington Beach oil field Jan. 22, which 
•n-as formerly a auiet little village a 
little more than a year ago noted 
for fishing. It Is not quiet now, and 
fishing is a sport of tho past. Three 
hundred thirty-seven oil wells have 
been drilled, and all but one are pro- 
ducing oil from 1,000 to 2,500 barrels 
a day. All old Una oil corporations 
ara represented In nil the oil fields. 


One finds many associations and 


Individuals who 
have 
options on 


leases and ^piling stock or unlt<! to 
finance the drilling of a well on their 
lease. But often their lease is ter- 
ritory so far away from proved f lcld= 
that the prospect of a producing -wel1 


would not be encouraging to a pur- 
chaser of units or stock. 


Apparently one seei oil wells on all 


the hllla and small mountains in or 
near Iioq Angeles. Commencing with 
several hundred located In the citr- 
ons is seldom out of eight of oil 
derricks on a drive of 45 miles from 
Los Angeles to Huntlngton Boach 
And in each field, ore Bees them 
pumping black gold

the term applied to oil here. I hope 
that the promotion of oil wells Ir 
Docatar have been of equal success 
with the oil fields I have observed 
here, and that In time they find wellp 
that produce from 1,000 to 5,000 bar- 
rels daily.

I know It Is aeldom 
that two people can see alike but I 
would like to tell you and friends 
how I like Southern California.

main reason for leaving Decatur was 
to find work. 


"W'hen I left Decatur on the evening 


of July 30, last, I was unable to find 
employment and my funds were be- 
low normal. I had to find something 
to do. So we decided tnat we could 
find It out west. 
We left Decatur 


with about $200 and decided if we 
went broke we could get along some 
way. 


On our way out here we had a 


great deal of. mnd and water until 
we got to tha interior of Arizona. We 
had fine scenery and lots of fun. We 
visited Grand Canyon and spent three 
days In Alburque, New Mexico. We 
were on the road 29 day* and spent 
about 20 or 21 days actual driving. 
There were five of us In an old sec- 
ond hand Ford. We tad no break 
down and no serious trouble, except 
nearlng the end of the Journey we 
had lots of tire trouble. 


We landed In Los Angeles, Aug. 


28, 1921, and after having an adjust- 
ment made on one of the caselngs I 
had JS.60 left to live on and no job, 
some friends here In the city, but 
could not find them. 
Money soon 


run out and still no work and then 
I began to wonder if I had not mads 
a mistake. 


I never waa Inclined to think It 


was right for a man to have to buy 
a Job, but this city Is so big, and 
there Is all kinds of people here and 
from every country In me world, that 
the employers do not want to be 
troubled with men an* women seek- 
ing employment. Therefore the em- 
ployment agency Is the logical place 
to look for work of any kind. 


Most of these agencies charge a 


nominal fee for their service, Some 
agencies are free and kept up by the 
olty, and through tihese Is a govern- 
ment employment office. 


Los Angeles Is located In a valley, 


beautiful scenery of the mountains 
almost all around ft. Some mountains 
ar« barer!, and lome are inowcaped 
all the time. The evening and morn- 
Ings are cool, and you need a little 
fire, tut not long, unless It Is rainy, 
or the eun falls to shine. Tola year 
has eei«n more rain fall than they 
have had for many years. The trees 
are always green and to Is the grass; 
plenty of garden vegetables on the 
market all th* year round. 


I think H 1* an Ideal place to live 


as the ollmata la as I consider ft 
very mild all the time. 1 see children 
go to *ehool every <Jay barefooted an 
another thing schools ara 
free 
In 


with all books, papers and pencils 
free. 
Industry never oeases hi this part 
of the country, no bad weather to 
stop the progress of the city; n'o mud 
and cold weather. 


I haven't spent a cent for fuel this 


winter. 
There are good roads all 


over the country and you can go 
most any place you want to on pav- 
ed roads Auto tires are much cheap- 
er here than In Illinois. I can live 
cheaper In every way. 


However going back to employment 


proposition, I soon found work in *. 
big hardware store and worked there 
until I got my present position and 
from the first day I got work to the 
present time I haven't lost a min- 
ute's time, Wages are a little better 
I think and work more plentiful here 
than in the east. 


Los Angelas Is on a building boom 


and lots of new Industries are com- 
ing here, not only from the east, 
but from other coast cities. Los An- 
geles is Issuing more than a million 
and half dollars In building permits 
each month. Carpenters and painters 
get ?7, and tS per day. Plumbers are 
Dusy and every lino of Industry I* 
humming nicely. 


Now this Is only my view of the 


southern part of California and is 
not a alam on Decatur or the good 
old itate of Illinois for I love them 
all and forever.

Editor Review: Tour Item In .Fri- 


day evening's Review concerning » 
meeting of citizens next Tuesday 
night to discuss a school tax levy 
election lead* me to inquire of De- 
catur parents how many are con- 
ducting recitations and 
otherwise 


serving as teachers In their homes 
each evening? Our teachers have an 
average of forty pupils, I understand. 
Twenty-five Is all they should have. 


One night recently I found a boy 


of eleven years of age struggling 
with his arithmetic lesson for the 
following day. it was near his reg- 
ular beatime and he had twelve or 
fifteen 
problems In 
fractions 
to 


work. He was so sleepy he could 
not concentrate. A lesson In geom- 
etry would not have puzzled him 
more. Finally he gave the "S. O. S." 
call and his father laid down the 
evening paper and went to his res- 
cue. Between them they worked four 
or five problems before the boy was 
sent to bed for his rest, while the 
father resumed his digest of the 
day's news. If teachers had fewer 
pupils they could give more help in 
school hours. 


A few nights later I found a four- 


teen-year-old girl trying to figure 
decimals. She had to have the aid of 
the man of the house. This little girl 
Is an orphan. She has been shunted 
from pillar to post during her four- 
teen years of life, with the result 
she I» behind other children of her 
age In school. She Is a. good pupil, 
but simply does not receive proper 
attention In the classroom, due to 
crowded conditions In her schooJ. In 
both eases mentioned the children 
were b r i g h t , 
energetic, 
normal 


•kids." 
» 


Would it not be better for parents 


to pay a little hlgner tax rate for 
school purposes than "tax" the men- 
tal equipment of their children by 
study after school hours? 


Would not the average parent 


rather have his children taught In 
the schools, during *chool hours, 
than take on the responsibility of a 
teacher during hours which belong 
to the parent for relaxation and to 
the children for sleep? 


We pay taxes to have our children 


educated. If we expect a good ; 
from the public school system ehould 
we not pay the price necessary to 
get It? Let thinking parents get be 
hind the finances of our schools. It 
Is an Investment which will pay div- 
idends In more waya than one.

French Lose Prestige 


With American People 
By Conference Actions 


Mark Sullivan Points Out Temperamental and Polit- 


ical Moves Made at Washington.

Washington, J>. C., Jan. 18— The 


attitude of the present French gov- 
ernment, toward Germany, 
toward 


the coming Genoa conference, 
to- 


ward our own Washington 
confer- 


ence and toward the world gener- 
ally, ts BO full 
of complications In 


.•which America cannot avoid 
being 


Involved, that It !• 
Important 
to 


consider the subject. 


The state of feeling which arose 


About the Frenoh, and the part of 
the French here at the conference, 
•e«med to be divided about equally 
between trivial Incidents and 
mat- 


ters of real national Importance. A 
good deal of what happened seem- 
ed to be of the nature 
of 
tvhat 


would be called in Intercourse be- 
tween 
individuals, 
merely 
social 


•lights. 


NOT AT TOP TABLE. 


This sort of thing began on the 


day of the opening session of the 
conference. When Brland came Into 
the room and sought his seat, 
he 


found It not at the top side of the 
table but Just around the corner to 
the right. All the seats at tha top 
eid» of the table were occupied by 
the American and British delegates. 


We thought we 
observed 
some- 


thing less than gratification on the 
dark and heavy 
features 
of 
the 


French premier as he noticed 
this 


Also we observed that three 
days 


later, at the second session, and at 
all the subsequent 
sessions 
there 


had a. new snuffling of seats. One 
of the British 
delegates, 
Geddes, 


had been pushed .around the corner 
to the left In order to make a seat 
«t the top table for the head of the 
French delegation. 


ANOTHER SLIGHT. 


At that 
same 
opening 
session, 


after President Harding had deliver- 
ed his speech, Mr. Hughes remark- 
«d that in as much as copies of the 
president's speech 
already 
printed 


both In English as well 
as 
In 


French, had been distributed on the 
tables in front of the delegates, he 
presumed It would not 
be 
neces 


sary to hav» the translator 
repeat 


the speech In French. Having com- 
pleted this explanation, Jlr. Hughes 
turned to Briand and asked: "Will 
that b« all right, Jlr. Brland'" 


The 
Interpreter 
repeated 
In 


French what Mr. Hughes had said, 
and when Brland tcok It In he re- 
plied, with a manner 
of grudglng- 


ness, which, apparently, he did not 
cara wholly to conceal, that In as 
much a» the 
printed 
translations 


had already been distributed, and In 
as much as It was desirable to save j 
time, h« would not Insist 
on 
« 


translation In French on this 
oc- 


casion. 


NEVER AGAIN. 


But w» observed 
that 
Hughes 


never again, after th« 
first 
day, 


made any suggestion about waiving 
the repeating of the 
speeches 
In 


French. None of us knew 
wheth«r 


the French had epoken about it In 
so many words, or whether Hughes 
had n-erely 
taken 
a 
hint 
from 


Brland's 
manner. 
All 
that 
we 


noticed was that 
thereafter 
there 


•was never any 
waiving 
of 
the 


punctilious repitltion of each speech 
In French. 


It consumed a good deal of time 


for the delegates, and bored most 
of the audience. The reporters used 
to call this punctilious repitltion of 
each speech in French "Tellng it to 
Briand.** 


FP.ENCH SENSITIVENESS. 


This sort of thing was typical of 


•what seemed a 
perpetual 
French 


sensitiveness about 
their 
national 


dignity. French has long been the 
official language of diplomacy. To 
make It the official language for the 
present conference would be absurd. 
The present conference Is on the soil 
ef an English speaking nation and 
the English speaking peoples repre- 
sented at the conference are about 
170,000,000 
compared to 
France's 


40,000,000. 
Nevertheless, 
F r a n c e 


seemed to cling with watchful care 
to every prerogative of this kind. 


The gossip of Washington was at 


all times full of stories of the dis- 
play of French sensitiveness 
about 


the" precise position they were given 
at official and private dinner tables 
and tho like. One of 
the 
French 


delegates seemed to be 
In such 
a 


continual state of wounded feelings 
that a humorous reporter 
referred 


to him as "Peevish Papa Pettlngill " 


OTHER WOUNDS. 


In a broader sense than 
these 


minor matters, the French delegates 
had other experiences likely to wound 
•what they call their amour propre. 
All the principal work of the early 
days of the conference had to do with 
the naval ratio, and the naval ratio 
was treated as a matter for Great 
Britain, Japan, and the United States. 


These three were the only nations 


specifically mentioned by Hughes in 
his proposals for the reduction of 
capital ship tonnage. These three 
were treated as if, in regard to 
naval matters, they belonged in a 
class apart. On the basis of actual 
saval strength, this Is, of course, lit- 
erally true. But the French did not 
enjoy having their relative Inferior- 
ity "rubbed In" so to speak. 


HAS NO NAVY. 


During th« war against Germany, 


there had been an understanding, be- 
tween Great Britain and France, 
•fwhereby Great Britain was to attend 
to th» sea end, and France was to 
concentrate her efforts on land war- 
fare. The result was that for toe 
part seven years France practically 
•eased the building of new ships. 
Great Britain on the other hand, dur- 
lu the war greatly stimulated her i__, 
a ""' 


SPAPFRI 


ship-butlding, so also did Japan and 
the United States. 


Thus the end of th« war 
found 


France In a weaker position on the 
sea than probably at any other time 
slnae modern seapower began. Among 
the- nations of the world she was a 
very weak fourth. The gap between 
her strength and that of any of the 
other three was so great that she 
was In a class apart. 


FEELS SLIGHTED. 


Under these circumstances. It was 


natural that Hughes, when he began 
to deal In terms of naval armament, 
mentioned only the three great naval 
was the getting rid of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, and the substitut- 
ing for It of an alliance Including tho 
United States. Here again the samo 
thing happened. France had not been 
In the Anglo-Japanese alliance and In 
the discussions In this field. France 
was again relatively out of the pic- 
ture. Obviously and necessarily the 
three nations concerned were Great 
Britain,, Japan and the United States, 
and It was with the delegates from 
Great Britain 
and Japan that Mr 


Hughes was holding the bulk of his 
conferences. 


FELT IGNORED. 


As a result of all this, It would not 


be surprising 
If Brland and 
the 


French felt themselves Ignored. One 
day Brland was absent from his ho- 
tel for a few hours. When he re 
turned the rather excited reporters 
wanted to know If he had been hav- 
ing a secret conference with Hughes, 
but it was learned that his absence 
had been due to nothing more Im- 
portant than a visit to the movies.

M. Bering,, lecretary of the Deca- 
tur Water Supply Co, Saturday ae 
he leaned back in his office chair 
and ran orer In a thinking aloud 
fashion aa to what is yet to be done 
before the -water can be turned Into 
the lake basin.

the south side, east of the count:. 
bridge road, la uj> for consideration 
next week and It will be settled next 
T»eek. 
Estimates have been made 


" Tor the costs of the road In Its vari- 


ously proposed locations 
and 
the 


Jnatter will be definitely settled now. 


FINISH LAND DBALS. 


' "There are still twenty-two tracts 
of land, some larce and many email 
iwhich yet remain to be taken over 
by th» water company. 
Negotiations 


for these tracts have been on now 
for several months. The deals must 
b» closed. 


"The clearing by the water com- 


pany.- up to the Wabash bridge Is 
being rapidly finished and we will 
•oon begin to polish that off. 
The 


grade at the east end of Lost Bridge 
yet remains to be finished and the 
big grade at the east end of the 
Cowford bridge is also to be finished, 


"But these projects are all stew- 


Ing, they ar» on their way toward 
the end. We expect to set them done 
BO that the water can be held in the 
lake this spring."

Mr. Bering also stated that the 


lands which will be covered will be 
carefully cleaned Of all rubbish, corn 
stalks, brush, dead glass and the 
like.

Itself to the «nd that everything 
can be rgshed to completion. 


LOOK TOWABD BND, 


"We are certainly looking toward 


the finish," said J. Albert Holmes, 
chief engineer on the building of the 
dam, in speaking of the arrange- 
ments which are being made to rush 
the water impounding project to com- 
pletion before the spring high waters 
come. 


"We do not want to be where it 


will be necessary to try to control 
the water level in the lake with the 
flood gates. When those sluice gates 
alone are used it means that the wa- 
ter will be driven through them with 
a force which will dig up the river 
bed below the dam and will doubtless 
create an erosion above the openings 
as well, 


USE SPILLWAY. 


"The water in flood time should go 


over the spillway In the manner in 
which it Is intended to go. That Is 
the reason we are trying to get every- 
thing possible done above the lake 
water line. For the south side road 
there is at least one culvert to be 
built. The substructural work should 
certainly be completed Just as quick- 
ly as possible. 
When high water 


comes the openings now In the dam 
will not be sufficient to allow it to 
run away without raising the water 
level very much. 


"Those last two blocks In the dam 


proper certainly should bs put in dur- 
ing March; that Is only a month 
away. We want that flood water to 
go over the spillway. That's where 
it should go. We are trying to rush 
the work BO that everything will come 
out as nearly as possible that way." 


A consultation of all the heads of 


the various projects will be held soon 
so that the work can be co-ordinated 
as much as possible for a quick fin- 
ish.

H'lo, Island o£ Hawaii, T. H—Dis- 


covery of a distinct tidal movement, 
referable to the action of the sun 
and the moon, In the entire lava col- 
umn, crags, islands, lake banks and 
shelves within the encircling crater 
of the fire pit of Kilauea volcano on 
this Island, from which a system may 
be evolved, 
whereby 
earthquakes 


and volcanic eruptions might be pre- 
dicted considerably In advance, has 
Just been announced here by Pro- 
fessor Thomas A. Jaggar, govern- 
ment volcanologlst stationed at Kil- 
auea. 


OCCURS REGULARLY. 


The tidal movements have 
been 


demonstrated by 27,000 observations 
to occur dally and semi-daily, anal- 
agous to those of the sea The move- 
ment ranges from one to four feet 
every day. It naturally Is more pro- 
nounced in the liquid laval melt than 
in the stlfler magma and the move- 
ments of both have been reduced 
to terms of regularity from the Irreg- 
ular pulsations caused by gas pres- 
sure with which they are merged 
in the complicated volcanic mech- 
anism that actuates the entire lava 
column, Prof. Jaggar said 


During certain conflguratloni 
of 


the sun and moon these tides should 
pile up Into greater crises, possible 
of prediction In advance 
so 
that 


warning might be Issued of dangrer 
arising from the eruption, he said. 


STATED IN VOLCANO. 


The story of the methods employ- 


ed In obtaining the 27,000 observa- 
tions also was related by Prof. Jag- 
gar. 
He and several volunteer as- 


sistants spent 31 days and rights of 
extreme danger within the great ac- 
tive throat of the volcano during 
time of intense activity, enormous 
gas pressure and frequent overflow- 
Ing of the lava lakes. 


The band pitched a tent upon the 


hardened lava on the bank of one 
ot the lakes and Installed their trans- 
its and other instruments for taking 
frequent measurements of the move- 
ments of the fire lakes. 


WARM SPOT. 


"It was pretty warm down there," 


Prof. Jaggar said, "Time after time 
the tent poles caught fire from the 
Intense heat In the cracks of the 
floor. 
We did all our cooking and 


boiled our water In red-hot flaming 
services 
We took observations ev- 


ery 30 
minutes, 
day 
and 
night 


throughout the month 
often under 


very (difficult fclrcum (tancen 
We 


had to contend with heat, gas, imoke 
fumes and earthquakes, rising and 
subsidence ot the banK upon which 
we stood and, worst of all, the fre- 
quent overflowing of the liquid lava 
that more than once nearly cost us 
our lives "

It may be 
used to change the incoming electrical 
waves BO they will operate the telephone 
receivers, thus changing them to sound 
waves or vibrations and It may be used 
to amplify these waves to any desired 
Intensity.

transmitting Idea Is prevalent with 
no respect to a good receiver. 


All our efforts are towards put- 


ting every ounce of power and every 
penny In transmitting apparatus and 
completely neglecting the receiver 
Of course we want an efficient trans- 
mitter but why foreet about the re- 
ceiving end in doing this. 


A GOOD RECEIVE!-.

The Question then arises, "What Is 


a good receiver." A good receiver Is 
one that will balance Itself In re- 
spect to capacity an Inductance on 
the desired range of wave lengths 
Practically every set has ono wave 
length on which it will worl 
the 


best. A circuit, with a few turns of 
wire on the Inductance a large ca- 
pacity, is unbalanced and then again 
we wouldn't want all Indust'nce and 
no capacitys as the Ideal oscillating 
circuit Is one with the capacity and 
inductance balanced. 


Then judging from this we can't 


cover a big range o* wave lengths 
•without sacrificing 
efficiency 
be- 


cause if we have a fixed number of 
turns on the Inductance ->n 
we In- 


crease wavelengths by shunting a 
condenser around it, we will go to 
a certain point where the capacity 
exceeds the Inductance and the cir- 
cuit becomes unbalanced yet we are 
Increasing our wave length just the 
same. We would set a much louder 
signal on this wave If we were to 
cut down the capacity and Increase 
the inductance thereby making a bal- 
ance of the two units. 


THE RIGHT LENGTHS. 


The answer then, is not to try cov- 


ering too large a ranee on the same 
tuner. If a big range 1- desired use 
a system of colls or1 separate tuners 
with plugs or 
switches 
for 
the 


change-over to various wave lengths. 
From waves of 190 to 400 is about 
the limit on short wave tuners 400 
to 1,000 for medium and 1,000 np for 
the longer wave stations.

It'is true that theij Is a 
lot of unnecessary Interference bnt 
that is t0 be expected; the beginners 
who do not know the damage they 
cause by playing with theh keys are 
the thorns In the side 


Experimenters who care nothing 


about handling messages have Just 
as much right to the use of the air 
as anyone else, so long as they do 
not violate the federal iaws govern- 
ing the amateur. It la beginning to 
look black for tha amateur unless he 
Is given a wider range 
of 
wave 


lengths to work on. There Is still 
hope If he wlfl only start the ball 
rolling down hill Instead of up 
It 


seems to be the efforts of a great 
many to go above two hundred me- 
ters Instead of below., Why not use 
those naves below 200 meters In- 
stead of all trying to be right on two 
hundred 


The law calls for waves not to ex- 


ceed two hundred meters for the 
amateur but It doesn't say you can't 
work on 150.

ficiency wouldn't be as great to start 
with but oren there Is an avenue for

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERa 


Q.-~Can music and voice be beard 


by ^ireless Tvlth the ordinary tun- 
ing coll detector and phones.—West. 


A—Yes, this Is tho clearest -way to 


receive music and voice as there Is 
no distortion bnt It will, not be near- 
ly as loud as when using a regener- 
ative receiver. 


Q —Can a common telephone re- 


ceiver be used Instead of wireless 
receiver for short distance.—W, C. 


A.—Yes, but the result will be very 


poor compared to a higher resistance 
phone. 


Q.—what type antenna should 3 


put up for receiving only?—J. C. 


A—Long single wire Is best type 


fc- receiving In as much u It will 
not pick up so much static and local 
electrical noise. It should be about 
100 feet long and 40 to BO high to 
give the best results, a multiple of 
wires help none on receiving. 


Q.—How can I tell where to tuna 


for radio tone stations?—Bill. 


A.—If you have a regenerative re- 


ceiver, oscillate It until you hear a 
carrier wave (a whistle), 
slowly 


bring your set 
of the oscillatory 


state until tht voice is cleared up, 
1 Is much faster tuning doing this 
way than to keep tuning with the 
set at the point of oscillation be- 
cause of the number of adjustments 
to make to keep the amplification at 
Its maximum.

She hold» 
tha treasurers of the different student organizations to a strict accounting. 
When money is spent requisitions, receipts and vouchers are filed and kept 


ONE BANK ACCOUNT. 


While these school finances are 


pooled, thus making only one bank 
account 
each 
organization 
must 


stand on its own feet and use its 
own money. Athletics, for example, 
may lose money at one season of the 
year as any business may do, but 
athletics must have some money to 
lose and is expected to recoup its 
finances as soon as possible.

short etudent activities are expect- 
ed to pay their own way.

People Suppose. 


Why do railroad companies burn 


up their 
old ties? 
Frequently the 


railroad is the object of much crit- 
icism when people see- piles of the 
old ties burning along the right of 
way. The Pennsylvania railroad has 
Just issued a letter telling rhy. The 
letter says In part: 


"In the first place, it Is far from 


true that all the old ties are burned. 
A considerable number are sold to 
persons living on or near the right 
of way, who buy them at nominal 
prices, usually ten or fifteen cents 
apiece, and use them for fire-woad. 


ONLY OUTLET. 


"That is about as far as the Hall- 


road Company has been able to go, 
thus far, in finding an 
outlet for 


worn out ties. Such a. method of dis- 
posal is 
practicable only in those 


cases whero the ties can be delivered 
at a public crossing, or other point, 
where they can ba obtained safely 
by tha users, and where the cost of 
so 
delivering them is not greater 


than the nominal prices obtainable. 


"The Company cannot sanction the 


public 
going 
promiscuously 
over 


tracks and through yards to gather 
up old ties, as to do so wx>uld be 
practically letting 
down 
the bars 


against trespassing 
on the tracks, 


an evil against which the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad has 
struggled for 


years, and which hag been tha cause 
of about half of all the fatal acci- 
dents 
on 
railroads 
in tha United 


States., 


DEALERS WILL NOT BUT. 


"Efforts have been made to inter- 


est dealers In fire-wood In buying 
the old ties, but not1 thus far with 
much success. The causes appear to 
be that the old ties are often dirty; 
that they contain more or less stone, 
grit and slag wedged In the cracks, 
which might injure the saws used 
in cutting them; that In many cases 
they are partly decayed; that they 
are dried out, and that their fibre is 
mora or less crushed, so tJiat they 
burn out 
too quickly. 
Thesa are 


among 
the 
reasons 
assigned 
by 


dealers who have not been willing 


to pay the Railroad Company enough 
to cover tha cost of collecting the 
ties and delivering them to a point 
at which they could be removed. 


"Efforts have also, been made to 


dispose of old ties in a number of 
other ways, including sale for wood 
pulp purposes, for tha extraction of 
chemicals, for burning and sale of 
the ashes tor fertilizer, and for man- 
ufacture into charcoal, but without 
success in Interesting 
parties 
en- 


gaged in these occupations.

"The Management' will welcome 


any other suggestions by which more 
of the old ties can be usefully dis- 
posed of or made available for com- 
mercial or Industrial purposes.
